At a meeting of the-committee which is starting the celebration in Con- 


mllsvilie. held this morning in the city hall, it was voted to make the local 
reception county wide and to-invite every district in. 


A committee of seven men was appointed to go to Uniontown next Tues- j 


ilay, if that date is satisfactory to the Uniontown committee, to confer on the 
plans for spreading out the celebration plans to cover every district. It is 
not the intention of. the local men to have Conneilsville and Uniontown mon- 
opolize the thing, but an effort will be made to give everyone and every dis- 
trict an equal share in puuing on the gala day.

men and it is felt that these men should be on the executive committee. It is 
to discuss and thresh out these matters that the meeting wil! be held in Un- 
iontown next week.
